Our arguments will be based upon the 
natural law of creation and development, 
reasoning by the law of analogy from 
facts which appear, and are known and 
recognized by all. to facts which may 
not be so clear, yet must follow in the 
order of progressive nature. 

As in the solution of all problems the

ls to begin with first principles, and 
from these travel up 10 the final, so in 
this we shall be more likely to arrive at 
a truthful result by going back to first 
principles and tracing them up through 
progressive creations until we reach 
man, and from the facts thus obtained 
base our faith upon his natural or ac- 
quired immortality. 

In the world to which we belong there 
are three divisions in natural history. 
Although we may not accept as correct 
this number of divisions, yet the main 
features of our argument will remain 
the same whether we take the position 
that there are more or less divisions, 
hence we shall adhere to the commonly 
received view. These divisions are 
called kingdoms, and are designated: 

l, The mineral kingdom 

2, The regetable kingdom. 

2, The animal kingdom. 

The mineral kingdom being the low- 
est and the first in the order of creation, 
we must commence our Investigation 
with it 

In regard to the parts, qualities or 
properties of the mineral kingdom, it is 
a unit: that is, it is composed or consists 
of a single property, namely, volume or 
body, which we will for convenience 
call “quantity.” We beg to be under- 
stood that by this position we do not 
hold that there is but one chemical quan- 
tity or element which goes to make up 
the mineral kingdom. for there are more 
than one element; but these parts or ele- 
ments only go to make up one grand 
whole, that whole being all absorbed or 
covered by the one word “quantity.” 
But there are different degrees of de- 
velopment even in the mineral kingdom, 
as observed in the difference between 
the fineness of gold, silver and platina, 
as com with Iron or stone,or of the

n the order of progressive development 
the whole k om runs in regular gra- 
dation from the lowest to the highest.
